Introduction 


During the course of the judging, it 
might have seemed that the judges 
were being very hard-nosed; I 
remember late into the first day 
there weren’t many winners. I 
thought, “This is great. We won't 
have to do a book, we can just 
publish a pamphlet!” But at the end 
of the weekend when we totaled up 
the medalists and winners, I was 
surprised at how many entries had 
won. The numbers make it appear 
to be very generous; the reality is 
different. 

As happens every year, some very 
good work wasn’t good enough. In 
some cases, the redundancy of topic 
and style worked against entries. | 
was pleased with the quality of the 
judging. They looked at 7,034 
entries and never waivered from 
absolute scrutiny, making certain 
that everything about a page, a 
section, a paper had to work, from 
the folio to the jumpline. The 
results: 11 Gold Awards, 66 Silver 
Awards and 464 Awards of 
Excellence. The comments that 
follow were made during the 
judging process, and sum up the 
competition in a nutshell.

Driven by the notion that splitting atoms 
will remain a vital way to generate electricity, 
the United States nuclear industry is taking a 
close look at new reactor technologies for the 
1990s and beyond. 

Given public attitudes toward nuclear en- 
ergy, especially after last April's reactor acci- 
dent at Chernoby! in the Soviet Union, the 
quest for next-generation reactors may seem 
a bit curious. 

“The climate is not particularly hospitable 
for major new initiatives in the nuclear area," 
says Richard K. Lester, associate professor of 


nuclear ing at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute fry cewek “But there is an argu- 
ment to be made for pursuing nuclear re- 
search at a politically feasible level. We 
shouldn't assume that the current public view 
is immutable.” 

Broadly speaking, current research is 
aimed at simplifying designs and improving 
the safety of large reactors. In addition, com- 
panies are exploring designs for small reac- 
tors that make extensive use of “hands off” 
safety techniques to cope with potentially 
serious accidents. The goal is to offer nuclear 
power plants that are safer and less expen- 
sive to build and operate, and that take less 
time to clear regulatory hurdles. 

How fast any of these designs come on line 
depends on a host of related factors: demand 
for electricity, regulatory changes, the will- 
ingness of utilities to buy into new technol- 
ogies, and the thorny problem of where to put 
high-level radioactive waste. Perhaps most of 
all, flipping the switch on new nuclear power 
plants hinges on convincing a skeptical public 
that they are safe and economical. 


Are new 
reactor designs 
the answer? 


At present, the most widely used reactors 
rely on so-called light water as a coolant and 
moderator to ensure that the nuclear chain 
reaction is sustained. 

In boiling-water reactors, the water in 
the reactor vessel is converted directly into 
steam, which is piped through turbines that 
run the plant's generators. The steam is then

Pressurized-water reactors, on the 
other hand, don't directly drive the turbines. 
Instead, the water in the reactor vessel is put 
under extreme pressure - about 2,000 pounds 


per square inch - to keep it from boiling away. 
The water is run through a steam generator, 
where it transfers its heat to a second “loop.” 
The secondary loop’s water is converted to 
steam, which runs the turbines. Water in the 


reactor after leaving the steam generator. 

If a reactor loses its coolant, it shuts down. 
But emergency cooling must still be provided 
to carry off the heat generated by radioactive 
decay in the core. Without the ability to re- 
move decay heat, the core could overheat and 
the fuel melt, releasing radioactivity.

Currently, the safety systems designed to 
provide coolant to reactors depend on com- 
plex networks of pumps, valves, and diesel 
generators, as well as coolant sources outside 
the containment building. These systems may 
be technically sound, but they don’t give oper- 
ators a lot of time to deal with a serious 
accident, such as loss of coolant, before the 
core is threatened. 

Enter the alternatives. Each in its way tries 
to make better use of the laws of physics to 
buy time for the operators who must deal 
with breakdowns in the cooling system or a 
sudden loss of coolant in the reactor itself. 


These alternatives include: 
Advanced These 
represent evolutionary changes from current 


technology. In general, they try to put more 
water over the reactor core by the 
reactor vessel or by building into the vessel 
devices that were once outside it and repre- 
sented a potential source of coolant leaks. 
Some designs increase the physical size of the 
Teactor core to ensure that if coolant is lost, 
the core takes longer to heat up. These 
changes, combined with simplified designs in 
related , Make advanced light-water 
reactors (LWR) some 10 to 100 times safer 
than current LWR designs, says Alvin Wein- 
berg, a nuclear specialist with the Institute for 
Energy Analysis.

Because this type of reactor operates at 
high temperatures, a power station using such 
a design could generate steam for industrial 
use at the same time it was producing electric- 
ity, says Scott Penfield, director of planning 
and control at the Gas-Cooled Reactor Associ- 
ation, made up of 32 interested utilities. 

Liquid-metal, fast-breeder reactors. 
These reactors use liquid sodium as coolants.- 
With a boiling point of 1,600 degrees F., the 
liquid sodium can easily absorb the heat from 
the reactor without having to be pressurized. 
Because it's a metal, it also conducts heat 
efficiently. And if the pumps circulating the 
sodium through the reactor should fail, con- 
vection would keep the metal flowing through 
the reactor. Natural air circulation would also 
draw the heat away from the outside walls of 
the reactor. 

Each design has its advantages and disad- 
vantages. But industry analysts say that the 
various passive safety elements can be used 
to best advantage when reactor output is 
limited to less than 600 megawatts. The rea- 
son, according to Karl E. Stahlkopf of the 
Electric Power Research Institute’s nuclear 
power division, is because passive safety de- 
sign means working with larger physical di- 
mensions - a much less daunting prospect 
when the reactors are small. By contrast, 
many of the reactors in use today generate 
power on the order of 1,000 megawatts. 

General Electric and are ex- 
ploring small light-water reactors that would 
rely on gravity, instead of pumps, to flood the 
reactor if it lost its primary coolant. In addi- 
tion, their designs incorporate various passive 
schemes to get rid of decay heat once the core 
has been flooded. 

Proponents of small high-temperature, gas- 
cooled reactors say units can be designed so 
that if the reactor loses its coolant, the tem- 
perature of the core would never exceed safe 
limits. Indeed, the concept has earned a com- 
pliment of sorts from Robert Pollard, a nu- 
clear safety engineer with the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists. He says that if it's desirabie 
for the US to build new nuclear power plants, 
a point he is not ready to concede, modular 
gas-cooled reactors would be the best technol- 


ogy to pursue. 

As for liquid-sodium-cooled reactors, Yoon 
Chang, general manager of the integral fast- 
reactor program at Argonne Nationa] Labora- 
tory, recalls an experiment conducted last 
year at a US Department of Energy liquid- 
sodium reactor in Idaho. “We shut down the 
cooling pumps at full power,” he says. “The 
reactor shut itself down without any operator 
intervention" and natural circulation kept the 
core temperature within safe limits. “Any 
other reactor would have had a meltdown.”

THE THANATOS SYNDROME

Walker Percy's latest foray 
into futuristic fiction is a lot 
of fun to read. Not only does 
“The Thanatos Syndrome” 
contain some wonderfully 
farcical moments, but its 
tightly wound sci-fi story is 
a first-class thriller. Moreover, the nar- 
rative is not loaded with the heavy philo- 
sophical ponderings that have some- 
times left Mr. Percy's fiction bogged 
down in abstractions. 

As the novelist confesses through his 
narrator-hero, “I don't have to plumb the 
depths of ‘modern man’ as I used to 
think I had to. Nor worry about ‘the hu- 
man condition’ and suchlike. My scale is 
smaller.” All of which is not to say, of 
course, that Mr. Percy, who attained 
fame with “The Moviegoer” (1961), is no 
longer interested in celebrating the 
philosophical proposition that people 
can be redeemed through the power of 
love. 

The hero is a doctor named Tom More, 
whom Percy fans will remember from 
an earlier peek into the future, “Love in 
the Ruins” (1971). More is the only fi- 
nancially strapped physician in 
Feliciana Parish, La., where he was born 
and bred, the only one who doesn’t drive 
a Mercedes or a BMW. For in an 
America that has come to prefer brain 
engineers, neuropharmacologists and 
chemists of the synapses, he is an “old- 
fashioned physician of the soul.” who

ily Tomlin’s one-woman show The Search for Signs of Intelligent Life in the 
Universe, which premiered on Broadway in the fall of 1985 and ran for 
close to a year, is probably the single greatest comic performance I've ever 
seen — though I cross myself while saying this, I found it even richer and 
more exhilarating than Richard Pryor’s first concert film. Like Pryor, 
Tomlin is an empathetic genius, less a “comic” than a satiric actor who wriggles into 
the skins of her characters. Of course, that’s something she’d been doing for years — 
in her TV specials, in her previous Broadway show, Appearing Nitely, in her su 
(serious) performance as a tentatively adulterous housewife in Nashville. But in The 
Search for Signs of Intelligent Life, working from a script credited to her long-time 
writer/collaborator, Jane Wagner (though Tomlin herself almost certainly had a 
hand in it), she did what neither she nor Pryor nor the gifted young performance 
artist Eric Bogosian had ever quite managed. Using the vast technical arsenal of the 
comic — voices and postures, punch lines and blackout sketches, observational wit 
in the Jay Leno/Eddie Murphy/Sandra Bernhard mode — to create a panoply of

A healthy interest may lead to megadosing

Vitamins and minerals are as important to 
buman health as breathing is to life. They're 
the building blocks, the repair kit, a shield from 
disease and the energizer that makes our bodies 
run. These nutrients are important to every 
bodily function, including breathing.

The news that certain vitamins may prevent 
or cure certain diseases, such as the common 
cold or cancer, has led many people to 
megadose on vitamins, taking far more than 
needed. 


Delores Turner, a registered dietitian and 
nutrition consultant to several Charlotte, N.C, 
doctors, says some people may be taking as 
much as 20 times the recommended 
daily allowance (RDA) set by the National

Ms. Turner and other experts say an 
adequate food supply in this country makes the 
nutrients readily available without the need for 
supplements. And she agrees that people who do 
not get enough nutrients through food for one 
reason or another may need supplements. 

For example, an older person, whose system 
may not easily absorb vitamins from food, may 
need supplements, as might a person who diets 
too often, or who doesn't eat a balanced diet. 

Every vitamin container lists the RDAs and 
the percentage of each in the specific vitamin. 
Many food manufacturers now list RDAs on 
container labels. 

Books and magazines on the subject are in 
the public library, and those with questions can 
check with a registered dietitian whose 
business is nutrition.

Ms. Turner 
says the excessive use of vitamins, especially 
vitamins A and D, can do more harm than good.

“Vitamins A, D, E and K are fat soluble and 
easily stored by the body,” Ms. Turner says. 
“Since they can be stored, there can be toxic 
effects if too many are taken. Vitamins B and C 
are water soluble. They are not stored.” 


Excess A or D, she says, can cause 
calcification of the heart, stomach and kidneys, 
or damage the liver and soft tissues of the body. 
But taken in the recommended amount, those 


maintenance of good teeth and bones, healthy 
hair, skin and mucous membranes. 

Daily sources of vitamins B and C are 
recommended because they are not stored in 
the body. But, she cautions, too much of either 
can aggravate some illnesses, such as gout. 

“High doses of vitamin C can also mask 
results of blood tests,” she says. “If you have a 
Diood test for any reason, you should tell your 
doctor if you're taking large doses of C.”

He did turn up, however, a few 
hours later, inside an abandoned 
apartment building on Boren Avenue, 
where he had spent the night with 
two teen-age runaways. . 

For Times photographer Ala 
Berner, working the streets for the 
homeless series also had its mo- 
ments. 

More than 3,500 photographs had 
been taken for the series when 
Berner went out to get just one more 
— of a woman beneath a 


blanket. As Berner prepared to shoot 
her picture, the young woman 
charged at him, breaking two of his 
cameras. 

Berner ahd Lott each have had a 
longstanding interest in the home- 
less, shooting hundreds of photo- 
graphs of street people long before 
the series was conceived. 

Lott began as far back as 1968, 
when he was in San Diego. He found 
he had things in common with the 
street people, and he appreciated 
their lack of pretense.

~“T could empathize with them,” 
said Lott. “These were people who 
had nothing, and at one time of my 
life I didn’t have anything either,” 
Like many photographers, Berner 
is rarely without his cameras. In the 
course. of photographing Seattle, he 


_found that a favorite photo subject 


was the city’s homeless. 
“It's not that I would go out and 


"just shoot (photograph) transients,” 


said Berner. Photography is ‘‘one of 
the ways I experience the world.” 

For this series, the photographers 
got closer to their subjects than they 
might have in other assignments. . 

’ Lott, for example, put one elderly 
woman up in an inexpensive down- 
town hotel room for two nights to 
help her get over-a lingering cold, He 
estimates that in the five weeks he 
worked on the project he gave away 
booze. 

_Berner carried a pack of ciga- 
rettes with him, giving them freely 
to those he met. He also bought food 
for many of the people he met on the 
streets. 

“Guys would say they needed 25 
cents for lunch,"’ says Berner. ‘No 
way they'd use it for that. I'd bring 
them back lunch.” : 

Berner says the weeks on the 
street changed some of his percep- 
ti 


“I used to see it (downtown) as 
destination points. Now I see it as 
more the turf of these people. These 
places where I used to go to are now 
a backdrop for the homeless.” 

And although photographing the 
homeless got so intense for Lott that 
at times that he couldn't wait for the 
project to end, he still goes back to 
take photographs of the people living 
on the streets. 

“Without question I will continue

See month, Seattle proved it had 
grown up by opening a world’s fair. 

It was an enormous undertaking — 
assembling land, finding millions of dol- 
lars for new buildings and a monorail, 
winning international recognition, in the 


end even turning a profit — all 
spearheaded by a handful of 
influential civic leaders. 

In the next decade, that same 
inner circle pushed for creation 
of new agencies such as Metro, 
and a Forward Thrust bond 
program that gave Seattle and 
King County millions of dollars 
worth of parks and other im- 
provements. 

Could a similar group pull off 
a similar feat in the older, bigger 
and busier Seattle of today? 

Probably not. 

“There ts a pluralism in the 
community now in which the 
business community is only one 
segment,” said Eddie Carison, 
the former Westin Hotels and 
United Airlines chairman who is 
credited with inspiring the fair. 
“It used to be you could get 20 

al the Olympic Hotel or 
the Rainier Club and make a 
decision. I don’t think that is 
possible today.” 

“This city isn’t run by a few 
people anymore,” agrees Jim 
Ellis, the downtown attorney 
who led many of the biggest 
projects of the past 30 years 

So who, or what, does run 
Seattle today? 

To answer that question, a 
team of four reporters inter- 
viewed nearly 200 people in 


business, politics and the arts, in 
schools, churches and social 
agencies. The tearm also mailed 
a survey to about 200 business 
and government leaders, and 
pored over resumes, member- 
ship lists, corporate annual re- 
ports, and lists of political and 
philanthropic donors. 

The Times tackled the ques- 


tion for several reasons. For one, 


we wondered if some of the 
city’s most influential leaders 


ty. We wanted to find out not 
only who were the city’s influen- 
tial people or institutions, but 
how decisions were made. how 
things were accomplished. 

In the end, preparing today’s 
report proved to be a bit like 
trying to get something done in 
Seattle: bureaucratic, complex, 
frustrating and seemingly end- 
less 


Deciding what we meant by 
“Seattle” proved difficult be- 
cause the city limits no longer 
correspond to geographic, popu- 
lation or political realities. As a 
practical matter, we never did 
absolutely define Seattle. We 
simply looked for very powerful 
people — and found most of them 
downtown. 


Defining “power” was even 
worse. We decided it includes the 
ability to muster resources — 
money, Manpower, votes — to- 
ward some end, to de or 
mspire, to regulate, to effect or 
to veto change, to bring people 
t her or to settle disputes. No 

vidual or institution pos 
sessed all of these 

The answers to our questions 
at times seemed contradictory. 

For example, when we asked 
if a leadership vacuum exists in 
Seattle, 52 percent of survey 
respondents said yes and 48 
percent said no. 

Sometimes the answers were 
maddeningly complex: In the 
survey, 90 peopie nominated 160 
different names for a list of 
Seattle's 10 most powerful lead- 
ers.

They could be the old men

As director of the Mesa 
Communi’ y Council, a catch-all 
agency ‘rr the area's 
underprivileged, Bill Griffor 
deals with the homeless. 

“At the present time, all we 
can do 1s acknowledge the fact 
that we have homeless in the 
East Valley,” Griffor said.

The chairs are 
soft, the tables large, the aisles wide and 
the colors soothing. Masses of silk 
flowers decorate prominent spots, and 
sprays of baby orchids grace the tables. 
The decor is staid, proper and traditional, 
punctuated by the quiet gleam of silver 
table appointments—service plates, 
napkin rings and bells to cover hot 
dishes. 


The food, however, is a riot of color. 
Saffron yellow sauce is piped with 
pepper-red purée. Carrot orange is 
teamed with snow pea green, squid black 
with shrimp pink. Pink seaweed plays 














against green seaweed. 

Nicholas’ menu is in the New 
American style, which in its extremes 
can involve some pretty complicated 
formulas. Almost nothing on this menu 
contains fewer than four distinctive 
elements. Filet of sole (at lunch) and 
pan-roasted rack of lamb (at dinner) are 
coated with almonds, pistachios and 
stone-ground mustard, the fish served 
with chive butter cream, the lamb ow jus 
with sun-dried tomatoes. Scallops (at 
hunch) or shrimp (at dinner) are combined 





with herb teas and pomegranate; the 
former is then flavored with dill and lime, 
the latter with dill and anise. It takes an 
almost algebraic talent for computation 
to figure how those combinations might 


up. 

There is, nonetheless, some excellent 
cooking at Nicholas. !t just takes some 
weeding out. 

Among appetizers, the pastry-wrapped 
ones are outstanding.

For the last six years, they have 
been documenting the violence and 
corruption synonymous with the Mafia and 
recording the arduous struggle to make 
Justice, at long last, prevail on the island.

Cut-rate tickets available, 
but with many restrictions

“Right now you're not going to get a 
*‘MaxSaver’ fare to Florida,” said Wendy 
Gilmore, a retail travel consultant at 
Connecticut Travel Services in New 
Britain. “People don't realize that.” 

MaxSaver, a term originated by 
Continental Airlines, refers to new low 
fares recently introduced by most major 
domestic carriers. 

“I was able to book one guy {on a 
MaxSaver] to Florida,” she said, “but he 
was real flexible. He wanted to go to Fort 
Lauderdale any time over a one-month 
span. There was nothing for Fort 
Lauderdale, but we finally got him a 
flight to Tampa.” 

Gilmore said the airlines set aside a 
limited number of seats for low fares, but 
these seats were taken by people who had 
booked Florida flights last September. 
They simply dumped their more 
expensive SuperSaver tickets for 
MaxSaver rates when these became 
available. 

Though you aren't likely to get to 
Florida for $79, you might get to most 
other U.S. destinations for considerably 
less than you would have paid a few 
months ago. A round-trip ticket to Los 
a for example, can cost as little as 

190. 


But to guard against one of the major 
industry bugaboos — no-shows — most 
airlines have made the purchase and use 
of these inexpensive tickets rife with 
restrictions. (Only Pan American 
Airlines offers its lowest rates without 
restrictions.) Would-be pa: ers are 
forced to run a gauntlet of itions that 
might prove daunting to many.

There. inside a building 

that looks deceptively like a 
typical valley farmhouse 

omplete with white board 
fence to keep out the fields 
is the Alaska Tsunami 
Warning Center Its 
perpetual mission: Listen to 
the creaks and groans of the 
restless Earth. watch the 
tides along the West Coast 
and issue a warning 
whenever there is danger of 
tsunami 

The work is constant, 

because earthquakes cannot 
ret be accurately predicted 





Tsunami warmers can only 
watch and wait 

They usually don't have 
to wait long. About 12 times 
each month. the center 
tracks earthquakes with 
tsunami potential, using 
seismographs and tide 
gauges strung along the West 
Coast from Adak to San 
Diego. 

Actual warnings that a 
tsunami is on the way are 
much rarer. On average, a 
tsunami warning signal ix 
issued once every few years 

Since the earth never 
sleeps, neither, in a sense, 
does the warning center's 
staff. Aside from their 
40-hour work week. the six 
National Weather Service 
scientists rotate 
responsibility for weeklong 
“alert duty." During that 
time, the person on duty is 
not allowed to be more than 
five minutes away from the 
center 

“You tend to miss a lot of 
things. Whether it's 
Christmas or New Year's or 
dinner, people are on duty to 
respond,” says Tom 
center director 

The five-minute response 
time is a statistic the staff is 
proud of, says Sokolowski 
“In 17 years, we haven't 
missed it yet.” 

The center is usually very 
uiet — computer screens 
ash, machines hum, 

seismograph drunis roll 
sedately, the phone rings 
occasionally 

But beneath the surface is 
4 controlled tension. At 








unpredictable moments. the 
needles on the 21 
seismographs flicker and 
jump, their inklines tracing 
the motion of an earthquake 
on paper-covered drums 

When the seismographs do 
trigger an alarm -- “a 
particularly nauseating 
sound,"’ according to 
Sokolowski — the staif 
jumps into action. 

Time is important 
Quakes near ide towns 
can send a tsu! ni shing 
over houses and people 
within minutes. The 
warning center staff 
members — u geophysicist. 
an oceanographer, a 
seismologist, a computer 
scientist and two science 
aides — locate the quake's 
epicenter and determine its 
power with the help of 
computers. Not so jong ago, 
they used 4 hand-turned 
globe to determine a quake's 
location 

If there is even a remote 
chance of a tsunami 
populated areas nearby are 
contacted by phone. Other 
areas farther away receive 
notice by Teletype 
Additionally, areas across 
Alaska are warned through 
the state Division of 
Emergency Services, the 
Coast Guard, the military. 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration, National 
Weather Service. news wire 
services and other agencies 

In the open sea, tsunamis 
are barely noticeable waves 
that rip across thousands of 
miles at speeds exceeding

600 mph in deep water. But 
as the wave nears shallower 
water close to shore, it slows 
to about 30 mph and builds 
to enormous heights, 
sometimes cresting at more 
than 100 feet 

Tsunamis are certified 
killers. Waves 115 feet high 
raced around Java and 
Sumatra when Krakatoa 
volcano exploded in 1884, 
killing 36.000 people. And of 
the 115 peopie who died in 
Alaska’s 1964 Good Friday 
earthquake, most were 
killed by tsunamis — 23 
dead in the village of 
Chenega, eight in Kodink, 12 
in Seward, 32 in Valdez 

“It's often not the first 
Wave that does the most 
damage,” says Sokolowski 
¢ knocks 
ephone 
and then 
retreats to the sea. The 
secund wave, full of this 
material, then comes in like 
a battering ram.” 

Sokolow’ski is a graying 
geophysicist who has been 4 
serious student of 
earthquakes and tsunamis 
for half his 51 years 

The study of Earth's 
depths requires pationce, he 
says. While the next 20 years 
or so might bring major 
advances in the prediction of 
earthquakes, the last period 
of real excitement was from 
1965 to 1970. when plate 
tectonic theory finally 
gained pre-eminence.

compound, Islam's third-holiest 
shrine. They let us pass without 

questions. Inside, unarmed Moslem 

guards were in charge. They asked to 

inspect our camera “Welcome,” 

said one of them in English as he 

examined our gear.

Jerusalem,” I told him in Arabic. 

“Double welcome,” he replied. “Then 

you don't have to pay. But your 

photographer friend is a foreigner and 

he has to buy a ticket.” 


A son of Jerusalem. It sounds quaint 
in English, but comes naturally in j 
Arabic. The phrase probably dates back 
to the time of city-states, when people 
talked of being citizens of Athens, 

e or Sparta. 

To understand why identity with city 
still comes before tity with nation | 
to some people of Jerusalem, let me tell 

‘ou about my maternal grandparents. } 
were born in the city when the 
Ottoman Empire, based in Turkey, 
ruled Palestine as a province. After 
World War I, the British took over 
Palestine. British rule lasted until the 
Arab-Israeli war of 1948, when my 
p rerdkgen found themselves under | 
ordanian rule in east Jerusalem. 
Almost 20 years and yet another war 
later, the city was reunited under 
Israeli rule. 

The home my grandparents called 
Blessed Jerusalem was in four different 
countries in their lifetime. Every time 
the city changed hands, they had to 
start all over again, emotionally and 
materially. To them, nationhood 
became an abstraction. First and 
foremost, they were citizens of the 
Armenian Quarter of Jerusalem. 

Grandfather owned a lumber yard. 
When things went well, he built a three- 
story stone house in the Talbiye section 
of west Jerusalem. His eldest son, Haig, 
was kidnapped by soldiers of the Jewish 
ony “ser pacnha ples 1948. When the 

iers found out he was not an Arab, 
they freed him, but advised him to 
leave west Jerusalem because he could 
be mistaken again for an Arab. 

My grandfather and his family fled 
from house and came to live with 
us in the old city. They didn’t even 
bother to take all their suitcases, 
thinking that the war would be over ina | 
few days and things would return to 
normal. 

saw their house again 19 years 
later, but only from the outside Afew | 
days after the city was united inJune | 
1967, my grandparents walked the | 
nearly two miles from the old city to | 
their house in Talbiye that the 
government had classified as “enemy 
property.” 





My grandmother knocked on the 
doors of the first and second floors, no 


Life has never been easy 





in this little corner of the world, 


where adherents of the three monotheistic religions 
and people of many ethnic backgrounds have fought 


who had rented from my grandparents 
before 1948 still lived there. He greeted 
them with hugs and offered 
refreshments. He told them Jewish 
immigrants from Romania were living 
on the first two floors. My grandparents 
asked what happened to their 

and furniture on the first floor. “Don' 
ask me,” said the doctor. “It's sad and I 
don’t want to talk about it.” 

On their way back to the old city, my 
mother recalled, my grandparents cried. 

vowed never to come again to the 
house in Talbiye and subject themselves 
to such agony. They lived at my mother’s 
house until final days. 

They're buried in the red clay soil of 
Mount Zion now, their graves covered by 
wild marjoram, and prickly 
grass that came to life after the first 
rains of winter. As I walked through the 
cemetery one blustery afternoon last 
December, I thought of it not as a place 
for the dead, but as a map of life. 

My father lies there. He was an 
electrical contractor, on his way to work 
on June 27, 1948, when he was caught ina 
sudden cross fire between Arabs and 
Jews. I was 11 years old when he died, 


and my mother was it with her 
fourth child. He was in the 
Armenian convent because Mount Zion 


cemetery was in territory 
designated by the United Nations as “no- 
man's land.” 

Arabs and Jews were fighting near the 
Armenian convent on the day of the 
funeral, so | was ordered by my elders to 
Stay home. My father’s remains were 
moved to Mount Zion after Jerusalem 
became one again. 


y maternal and paternal 
-grandparents are 
on Mount Zion, too, 
as are my uncles and aunts 
Great-grandfather Boghos 
(1834-1900) served the Ottomans as a 
regional administrator and was awarded 
the title of effendi. But he parted 
company with his masters after reports 
of anti-Armenian pograms in Turkey 
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Middle East. 

My paternal grandmother's tomb 
bears the inscription “Fanny Zakarian, 
1876 -1934. She lived and died in the 
Lord.” She came from England with 
ber Anglican missionary parents, fell in 
love with the effendi’s son and married 
him. She was with her eighth 
child when my grandfather sold the 
family’s real estate holdings in 
Palestine and left for America. He 
promised to bring the as soon as 
he was settled in the States or 
Canada, but no one heard from him 
again.

Written in a rough scribble, those words were part of a confession of- 
fered by a man named Leonardo Vitale, who walked into Palermo’s 
police headquarters in March 1973 and volunteered a tale of murder 
and extortion. A fit of conscience, apparently, moved Vitale to de- 
scribe in detail the workings of several Mafia clans in Sicily. 

Although the authorities already suspected some of the men he impli- 


cated, no action was taken against them. Vitale was declared 
mentally ill, and all his accusations were dismissed. He did, 
however, earn himself a jail term for his trouble. And a few 
months after he was released, in 1984, Vitale was shot to death 
on his way home from church one Sunday morning. 

To denounce the Mafia in Sicily in 1973 was madness. Now, 
13 years later, several of the men fingered by Vitale are 
among the 470 defendants in the largest criminal trial ever 
conducted in Italy — the so-called maxi-trial, now in its fourth 
month in Palermo. Important evidence for the prosecution 
has come from another informer, Tomasso Buscetta, who, 
like Vitale, grew sick of being ‘‘a man of honor.”’ 

Instead of getting locked up and declared insane, Buscetta 
became the subject of complex agreements between officials 
in Sicily and New York that offered him American citizen- 
ship, a house, a lifetime stipend and many, many bodyguards 
in return for detailed testimony about his 36 years as a Mafia 


ing 11 important trials in the New York area alone, that 
American authorities hope will have a major impact on Mafia 
ties between the United States and Italy. 

The distance between Vitale and Buscetta marks a period 
of brisk change in Sicily — change in the Mafia, in law en- 
forcement and in politics. Over the last decade, the Mafia’s 
growing involvement in international drug trafficking has 
sharply altered its traditional role in Sicilian society, jeopard- 
izing the atmosphere of public tolerance and official neglect it 
has long enjoyed. For several years, rival clans engaged in a 
bloody competition for dominance, and declared a virtual 
open hunting season on public officials who dared to inter- 
vene. 

Now the state has begun to fight back. ‘‘The Mafia had a 
tradition of collaborating with the state in a mediating and 
stabilizing role — so long as its interests were respected, of 
course,’’ notes Pino Arlacchi, a sociologist whose book ‘‘The

OF A LITTLE GIRL 





Mom Doss was only 8 years old 
when her mother, Soeum Som, 
was diagnosed as having cancer. 


Doctors at the Hospital of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania removed most of the woman’s diseased stomach, 
but the cancer had already spread. There was no hope of 
saving her. So, in March of last year, Mom Doss’ mother 
returned to the family’s dingy one-room apartment at 
47th and Chestnut to live out her remaining days. 

A hospice worker visited five times a week, but it was 
the child, Mom Doss, who became what health-care 
professionals call “the primary care-giver.” It was an 
extraordinary burden for an 8-year-old child, but Mom 
Doss- assumed it willingly and without complaint. She 
cleaned basins and bedpans, cooked meals, washed 
dishes. She helped fill the tubes that supplied food to her 
mother’s body, and she even learned to clean and dress 
the opening in her mother’s abdomen where the feeding 
tubes were placed. In broken English, Mom Doss acted 
as interpreter between the health-care people and her 
father, who was unemployed, spoke only Cambodian, 
and seemed overwhelmed by this latest in a series of 
personal tragedies.

Sometimes, after classes at the Lea School, Mom Doss 
went grocery shopping alone. “She would push that cart 
around all by herself just like a little lady,” a neighbor re- 
members. Even when the chores‘ were done, Mom Doss 
did not rest. She played on the front stoop as hard as she 
worked, as if trying to drown, in waves of frenetic 
activity, thoughts of her mother’s impending death. 

Especially when she was with her mother, Mom Doss 
hid her grief. Crouched next to the bed, she would 
smile, giggle and chatter, tying hard to cheer the 
suffering woman. But Soeum Som no longer had the 
strength to smile back, and Mom Doss watched as the 
pain stretched her mother’s lips tight and straight. 

Late at night, in the privacy of the darkness, the grief 
Mom Doss refused to show by day would come welling 
up within her. “Sometimes in bed,” she said during this 
time, “I feel my face, and it’s all wet. I cry.” 

Last May, her mother’s pain grew worse, and she 
returned to the hospital. One day when Mom Doss 
arrived for her daily visit, her mother was dead. The 
nurses stalled the girl with small talk but finally let her 
join her father in Soeur Som’s room. After seeing the 
body, Mom Doss stood outside in the corridor — arms 
folded, cheeks wet with tears — and glared at the world.

carly August of last year. 

The place: north-east 

Afghanistan. Striding 

towards us up the nar- 
row valley was a man | had 
not scen for four years and 
who had, in the intervening 
period, been constantly 
bombed and harried by the 
Russians. The Comntunist 
government in Kabul once 
claimed they had killed him, 
but here he was, very much 
alive, jaunty even. “Salaam 
Aleikum™ ("Peace be with 
you"). he said. 

He appeared to be unarmed, 
although he usually carries a 
Russian pistol in a shoulder- 
holstcr. and had only two 
people with him, although we 
were only 70 miles frorh the 
Russian border. This was 
Ahmed Shah Masud, 33 years 
old. the legendary Lion of the 
Panjshir. He has survived 
nine major Russian offerisives 
against him in seven years, 
and several assassination at- 
tempts. He has been sentenced 
to death im-absentia by the 
Kabul regime. 

We had travelled for 300 


nearly a month to reach him. 
We went inside the house at 


until 11. Masud began by 
describing his plans in detail. 
Four years earlier, he had toid 
me he was going to move out 
of the Panjshir. where he had 
become a sitting duck fer the 
Russians. and wage the war on 
a much wider front. Hé had 
not been in the Panjshir for 
nearly a year. but had been 
busy organizing the five north- 
ern provinces (Baghlan, 
Kunduz. Takhar. BadakHshan 


and Mazar-i-Sharif) along the 
lines of the Panjshir. 

Then came the most excit- 
ing piece of news. “I am 
planning an attack on an 
Afghan Army garnesion 
(garrison) at Farkhar, not very 
far from here, in a few days’ 
time.” He pointed to it, on his 
captured Russian map. “It 
will involve nine b hige of 
about 30 mujahidin each, 
drawn from all over the 
north.” They would be a blend 
of battle-hardened mujahidin 
from the Panjshir and two 
elite “central” groups re- 
cruited not on a local but ona 
regional basis, plus several 
local groups with little training 
or experience. 


I asked the strength of the 
Farkhar garrison. “About 300, 
grouped in five forts. They are 
surrounded by minefields and 
protected by several machine- 
gun posts on the hills above.” 

For the neat 10 days Masud 
trained and briefed the groups 
that slipped quietly into the 
steep-sided valley. Arms and 
ammunition arrived on the 
backs of donkeys, including 
about $0 rounds for a new 
weapon, a Chinese-made 
BM12 rocket launcher which 
can deliver a 107mm projec- 
tile, weghing 19 kilos, three or 
four miles with considerabie 
accuracy. 

Sunday, August 17, was a 
hot, still day. Masud’s men 
had moved into position over- 
night and were under orders to 


lie low until he gave the signal.. 


In late afternoon, Masud and 
his headquarters team, the 
signaller carrying a modern 
backpack radio, climbed to 
the top of a bare hill looking 
down on the Farkhar post. 
One by one he called up his 
commanders, all of whom had 
walkie-talkies. 


At 5.30pm, Masud gave the 
order to open fire. Even high 
up, the thumps and crashes 
were impressive. Heavy ma- 
chine-gun fire sizzled across 
the river which lay between 
one half of the attacking force 
and the five forts. 

Recoilless rifles thumped 
away like tympani in an 
orchestra and we could hear 
the crash of the BM12, sited 
well back. The forts were now 
under accurate fire from the 
heavy weapons teams. 


asud was on the 
radio. Every 
time a position 
was captured, 
his group 
would cheer and shout “Allah- 
u Akbar” (“God is great”). 
Suddenly the pitch of the 
voice from onc of the walkic- 
talkies rose half an octave. 

Masud __interrupted:*Two- 
five, two-five, Commander 
Panna, where are you?” 

“[m_ here, next to 
minefield.” 

“Don't worry about the 
mines. Go by the road. We've 
captured two positions. Hurry 
up. You can go by the road.” 

Another commander came 
on the net. Masud was sharp: 
“Listen to me. Did you get the 
big fort?” 

“Yes. yes, we've got the 
mountain fort.” There was 
another cheer. _ 

By last light, with the moon 
rising behind them as if to 
celebrate a victory for Islam, 
Masud’s men had captured 
four of the five forts. The fifth, 
defended by the KHAD, the 
Afghan secret police, was still 
resisting strongly. Panna was 
pinned down by a machine- 
gun which for some reason the 
mujahidin had failed to take. 
In the small hours Masud 
broke off the battle. 


the 
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Two days later, after “a very 
frank” post-mortem, he or- 
dered a second attack, at 
dawn. The KHAD fort fell 
surprisingly quickly. and al- 
though the garrison com- 
mander fled across the river in 
his underpants, he and more 
than 200 of his men were 
captured, along with a large 
quantity of arms and supplies. 
Mujahidin casualties were 
light: five dead and eight 
wounded. 

Everyone expected instant 
and heavy Soviet retaliation 
from the air, but nothing 
happened for 24 hours. Even- 
tually a couple of helicopters 
circled over the base. Panna 
quickly directed some fire at 
the hillside opposite and the 
helicopter pilots, thinking 
these were the mujahidin po- 
sitions, i a couple of 
bombs and flew off. 

Two months later, Masud 
struck again, capturing an- 
other big Afghan army post at 
Nehrin. When I said goodbye 
to him, before starting the long 
trek back, I asked him if he 
had any message for ‘the 
outside world. - 

He grinned. “Yes. Tell 
them, if you want to see us 
beat our common enemy, 
send us the weapons.” 

As the man who commands 
the strategic north-east. he 
fecls he should be getting 
Stinger, the American ground- 
to-air missile newly arrived in 
Afghanistan. But, because nci- 
ther the Pakistanis nor the 
Americans favour Masud, the 
most effective guerrilla gen- 
eral produced by the war may 
never get it.

Painting With Fanciful Strokes - 


E HAS A LOOK OF THE NORTH- 
ern Renaissance. Alert, 
trim-bearded and rufous, he could 
have been a reluctant halberdier, 
somewhere in the Low Countries. 

A predestined word-man — printer, lexicog- 
rapher, calligrapher, master of verbal jiu- 
jitsu — he could have been on the staff of the 
Imprimerie Plantin in Antwerp in the second 
half of the 16th century, when the great print- 
er-publisher was at his apogee. There is also 
something about him that comes from quite 
another cultural source — somewhere far to 
the south and the east, where indignity and 
misadventure and relocation were inbuilt 
and recurrent. 

He is, furthermore, a man of strange 
blameless passions, Decorated invoices, 
worthless stock certificates, obsolete air- 

-force navigational charts and ancient hand- 
, written archival materials spark his imagi- 
+ nation. As for the iron manhole covers that 
|. turn up on every street in New York, many is 
, the time that he has gone down on his knees 
» the better to scrutinize them, braving the 
' amazement (and, sometimes, the suspicion) 
of passers-by. Able to date those manhole 
* covers almost to the day of their design, he 
' eyes them with the concentrated and affec- 
tionate attention that others give to porcelain 
by Kaendler or tables and chairs by Riesener 
or Jacob. 

A difficult man to place, you may say, and 

_you would be quite right. One of the best-re- 
garded painters and printmakers in Europe,

Sculpture That Springs 
From Surrealism 


HILE THE EAST VILLAGE 
is not known as a sculpture 
center, there are an un- 
usually high number of sculp- 
ture exhibitions there now, 
and they provide one more indication of the 
strength of the current sculpture situation. 
The best of these shows are not going to sat- 
isfy addicts of the new. They are likely to re- 
ward a search for independence and imagi- 
nation, Their common ground is Surrealism. 

Katie Seiden’s exhibition at the Sensory 
Evolution Gallery (420 East 13th Street, 
through today) is overcrowded and uneven, 
but it is the one sculpture show with the kind 
of humor, bawdiness and energy that helped 

" put the East Village on the art map. There 
are cement pieces hanging from the ceiling 
and wall pieces lined with egg cartons that 
look like blades or teeth. There are smaller 
works that formulate wacky but pointed re- 
sponses lo recent New York City crimes — 
including a page from an imaginary diary of 
Robert Chambers in which he discusses Jen- 
nifer Levin. 

Inher most totemic works, Seiden buries 
the soles and heels of boots and shoes within 
rectangular structures and then coats every- 
thing with white Hydrostone. By turning the 
open parts of the boots into a profusion of ori- 
fices, the artist makes the foot into a symbol 
of femaie, as well as male sexuality. These 
works are another sign of a curious and wide- 
spread fascination with feet that can be felt 
in the paintings of Philip Guston and Louisa 
Chase, in a sculpture of Richard Rezac and in 
a recent installation of Maura Sheehan. The 
‘first modern artist to make a work f a 
on feet may have been the Surrealist painter, 
René Magritte.

in the East Village, Vito Acconci is the best 
known. His first show at the International 
With Monument Gallery (111 East Seventh 
Street, through March 22) has enough bite in 
it to remind us what he is capable of. All_ 
three works in the show refer to thé environ- 
ment and arouse expectations of relaxation 
and leisure. All three use a Surrealist incon- 
gruity to create a sense of violence and un- 
ease. 


“Overstuffed Chair” is a recliner coated 
with cement, with three wood stools jammed 
into it. In a “Hole in the Ground,” a rustic 
bridge crosses a peaceful garden that is built 
over a sewage pipe. One end of the pipe is 
closed. Sticking out the other, flat on the floor, 
is a black rubber pad suggesting the shadow 
of someone who sleeps in the sewer, or a fig- 
ure who has just oozed out of it and congealed 
like tar. 

The show stopper is “‘Landing.” Three

the others bent and chopped up, fit together 
like cut-outs. The top boat is tipped forward 
and tilted to one side. In the bow is a pool of 
blue water filled with live koi, a common 
pond fish.

The one sculptor in the comparatively 
small East Village galleries who is present- 
ing large-scale work is Hanno Ahrens. in his 
first solo show in New York (at the Sharpe 
Gallery, 175 Avenue B, through March 15), 
there is a reverence for the texture and ex- 
pressive potential of wood that grows out of 
the northern European tradition. So does the 
feeling for the supernatural that is reflected 
in the artist's predilection for circles and 
crosses and his attraction to white light — 

_which also brings to mind the light artists of 
California, where Ahrens was raised. 

Ahrens's two best sculptures combine 
wood and plaster. The largest work is like a 
primitive, futuristic crucifixion. The vertical 
of the cross is made of wood; the horizontal 
bar is plaster painted yellow, pointed at the 
edges, and stretched across the gallery like 
antlers or wings. Pinned to the center of the 
broken, vertical, wood support is a large, con- 

‘gave plaster bow! or disk that brings to mind 
African Bakota sculptures and Giacometti’s 
“Spoon Woman," which was inspired by 
them. Like some of the best Surrealist sculp- 
tors, Ahrens invites us in, then engages us in 
@ way that is both protective and menacing. 

Joe Smith could hardly be more different. 
in his small, quiet, abstract works, on display 
in two group shows (at the P. P.O. W. Gal- 
lery, 337 East Eighth Street and at the Wolf 
Gallery, 513 East Sixth Street, both through 
today), he uses wood, glass and sometimes 
String and stone. Although none of the objects 
in any sculpture are actually attached, they 
all seem immovable. The work is about rela-

He has written books of his own, illustrated 
books by others, won many a prize and many 
a commission.

a T-shirt or an empty tin can. And in the marketplace, women 
squatted before mounds of sweet potatoes and a half-cooked pig 
carcass, oblivious to helicopters hovering nearby with pipes for 
oil drilling. A man armed with a bow and arrows and adorned 
with bird-of-paradise feathers watched his near-naked, barefoot 
friend kick-start a Yamaha motorcycle. 

No tourists came to the nearby West Sepik District when I 
worked here as a malaria control officer 15 years ago. With a team 
of half a dozen boisand 20 or more carriers hauling aluminum pa- 
trol boxes strung from poles across their shoulders, we marched 
through the remote jungles for weeks, spraying houses with DDT, 
taking blood samples and passing out anti-malaria medicine. Light 
aircraft were like flying trucks then, hauling our gear, us and once 
even a sedated but very large bull to remote and often unlicenced 
missionary airstrips. Unpredictable weather, rugged terrain, lack 
of navigational aids and makeshift dirt strips make Papua New 
Guinea one of the world’s most dangerous places to fly. There 
were no accidents in my district that year. Within six months of my 
departure, however, three pilots with whom I had flown disap- 
peared into the mountains. 

When we break back into the glaring midday sun, the blood re- 
tums to my whitened knuckles. The muddy Sepik, Papua New 
Guinea's longest river at 966 kilometres, slithers off into the 
expanse of dull green jungle as far as we can see. An occasional 
flash of a tin roof marks a lonely mission or administration station, 
In a few small clearings, rows of sweet potatoes grow in mounds 
like miniature graves, It is an empty, lonely land. The cabin tempe-

And in the marketplace, women 
squatted before mounds of sweet potatoes and a half-cooked pig 
carcass, oblivious to helicopters hovering nearby with pipes for 
oil drilling. A man armed with a bow and arrows and adorned 
with bird-of-paradise feathers watched his near-naked, barefoot 
friend kick-start a Yamaha motorcycle. 

No tourists came to the nearby West Sepik District when I 
worked here as a malaria control officer 15 years ago. With a team 
of half a dozen boisand 20 or more carriers hauling aluminum pa- 
trol boxes strung from poles across their shoulders, we marched 
through the remote jungles for weeks, spraying houses with DDT, 
taking blood samples and passing out anti-malaria medicine. Light 
aircraft were like flying trucks then, hauling our gear, us and once 
even a sedated but very large bull to remote and often unlicenced 
missionary airstrips. Unpredictable weather, rugged terrain, lack 
of navigational aids and makeshift dirt strips make Papua New 
Guinea one of the world’s most dangerous places to fly. There 
were no accidents in my district that year. Within six months of my 
departure, however, three pilots with whom I had flown disap: 
peared into the mountains. 

When we break back into the glaring midday sun, the blood re- 
turns to my whitened knuckles. The muddy Sepik, Papua New 
Guinea's longest rivet at 966 kilometres, slithers off into the 
expanse of dull green jungle as far as we can see. An occasional 
flash of a tin roof marks a lonely mission or administration Station. 

In a few small clearings, rows of sweet potatoes grow in mounds 
like miniature graves. It is an empty, lonely land. The cabin tempe- 
rature slowly rises as we descend over a vast jungle area of oxbows

Grant's lawyer, Stanley Fox, told The 
Associated Press by telephone from Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif. that he had been in- 
formed of the 2ctur's death.

Grant, the stylish leading man of films 
for more than 30 years, was taken to St 
Luke's Hospital emergency room at $:30 
p.m. Saturday, aceording to Marilyn 
Stome, night nursing supery'sor. 

Grant was to have appeared at a local 
theater Saturday night. The show was 
canceled when Grant became ill 

“He was one of the finest men I've ever 
known in my hfe.” Fox said in an inter- 
view with the United Stations Radio Net- 
work. 

Hospital officials were not releasing in- 
sormetion at the request of the actor's 
wife, Bsrsara Harris, said spokesman 
Tony Warren. 

“She has asked that a complete clamp 
be put on any information People have 
that right even if they are Cary Grant,” 
he said. 


Warren said Grant was treated by Dr. 
James Gilson, a cardiologist, who had 
been called to Grant's hotel when the 
actor became ill and who accompanied 
him to St. Luke's. 

“They took hiro up to another floor for 
some specialized work,” said James 
Stuhler, president of the hospital.
